Washington, March 2.—Some muck­ 
raking relating to the affairs of the 
five tribes was Indulged in in the sen­ 
ate this afternoon, and what was done

The 
senate has taken cognizance of the 
charge that members of the late Citi­ 
zenship court were bribed in their 
adjudication of cases 
involving the 
right to enrollment and allotment aa 
members of the Choctaw and Chicka­ 
saw Tribes, receiving as considera­ 
tion a part of the fees of Mansfield, 
McMurray and Cornish, whose com­ 
pensation, under the contract with the 
Indians, was to be proportionate to 
their success In having claims re­ 
jected. 
This 
allegation 
was 
made 
formally for the first 
time 
by 
the 
aitorneys of tho«e whose claims to 
enrollment were rejected. 
On Feb, 11 as was telegraphed to 
The News at the time, Mr Stephens of 
Texas, getting ’.eave “to extend hi 
i em arks in the record,” incorporated 
as a part of his speech the allegations 
of these attorneys. From th*s speech. 
Senator Tillman got his impulse to 
introduce in the senate a resolution 
previously introduced in the house by 
Mr. Stephens alleging in its pream­ 
ble that for three months the Secre­ 
tary of the interior had had evidence 
of this corruption and calling on him 
for the production of the papers. 
It was this resolution which caus­ 
ed the muck-raking 
this 
afternoon. 
Senator Gallinger objected to the res­ 
olution because of its inuendo that the 
secretary of the interior 
had 
been 
suppressing evidence of corruption. 
He was willing to adopt a resolution 
calling on the secretary for any evi­ 
dence he might have to sustain the 
charge, and that was done. 
But the discussion which preceded 
this action indicated that the recoin 
tion will make a water hors#, .Senator 
Overman of North Carloina had read 
a letter from Judge Adams of that 
state, who was a member of one of the 
Citizenship Courts, demanding a most 
searching investigation. 
pronunc- 
ed the charge that bribery had been 
resorted to in the trial of those cases 
as unqualifiedly false. Judge Adams 
declares, in his fretter, that the testi­ 
mony taken by the Citizenship court to 
determine what fee ought to be allow­ 
ed Mansfield, McMurray and Cornish 
for resisting the claimants for enroll­ 
ment showed that they were entitled to 
more than the court had allowed them. 
The court found, Judge Adams wrote, 
that Mansfield, McMurray and Corn­ 
ish had a contract with the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Tribes whereby they 
were to get 9 per cent of the apprais­ 
ed value of the property saved in the 
Citizenship court. 
Upon this basis, 
Judge Adams wrote, their compensa­ 
tion 
would 
have 
been 
$1,500,000, 
whereas the court had allowed them 
only half that much. 
Then Senator Foraker got up and 
put some discredit on the charges,* at 
least so far as they imputed knowl­ 
edge of the fraud to Secretary Gar­ 
field. Senator Foraker explained that 
a constituent of his had been a mem­ 
ber of the Citizenship Court, and on 
hearing of the allegations embodied in 
Mr. Stephens’ speech, be (Foraker) 
had written to Secretary Garfield on 
the subject. Secretary Garfield in his 
reply, which Senator Foraker read, 
said he had advised Mr. Stephens that 
the allegations made by the attorneys 
for the defeated claimants was false. 
No evidence of the alleged bribery. 
Secretary Garfield said, had ever been 
filed with him. Several months ago, 
he added, a man had come to him and 
made a statement regarding the matter 
but this man, he said, had declined to 
allow his name to be used, and the 
secretary, for that reason, gave the 
matter no further consideration.

Battle of Words End—Deficiency 
Is Reported.

Guthrie, Ok., March 2.—The Senate 
today passed the Billups bill provid- 
I ing for liquor law enforcement and a 
[ state dispensary system. The emerg­ 
ency clause was defeated, and Gov. 
Haskell stated tonight that unless the 
bill contained the emergency clause 
when it reached him he would veto it. 
Speaker Murray presented his re­ 
port to the House today, showing a 
total deficit of $80,153.23 existing of 
constitutional 
convention 
expenses. 
The report was adopted, republican 
members voting no. This sum does not 
include the expense of holding the 
election on the constitution and for 
state officers last fall, nor the salar-] 
ies of the legal advisory committee 
composed of members of the consti­ 
tutional convention. Speaker Murray 
recommended salaries for thes mem­ 
bers ranging from $500 to $1,000 each. 
Of the convention expenses, $45,349.14 
is for clerical help and printing and 
$31,991 for per diem and salary of 
members. 
On appeal to the people last July 
for funds to defray the salaries of 
eoLventkm clerks Mr. Murray receiv­ 
ed $2,000. In this connection he charg­ 
ed today that several counties, one 
in particular, collected money for this 
purpose, and did not report it to him 
He announced that he is preparing 
en itemized statement of those per­ 
sons and counties 
that 
subscribed, 
thus showing the counties which did 
rot. 


Enforcement .Measure Passes. 
Following a week s battle, the pro 
hibition enforcement bill, including the 
dispensary system, passed the sen 
ate tonight cy a vote of 39 to 2 three 
members being absent, Senator Clin 
Hingham, (rep.) end Si nato? Little 
Idem.) voted against it, and Senators 
Stanford (rep.) and Gould ami Conn 
(derm) were absent. 
The emergency clause, however, re­ 
ceived but 24 votes to 16 against, be­ 
ing defeated by not receiving the two- 
thirds majority. 
Senator 
Blair 
im­ 
mediately moved to reconsider. Sena­ 
tor Johnston of Perry gave as his 
opinion that the 
adoption 
of 
the 
emergency clause l>efore 
Christmas, 
when the first prohibition bill passed 
the senate, was binding in the pres­ 
ent bill, which, he said, -is composed 
of amendments to the original bill. 
Senator Graham of 
Marietta 
was 
presiding and did not sustain John­ 
ston’s position. 
Gov. Haskell stated tonight that he 
would sign no prohibition bill with­ 
out an emergency ciause. 
The vote of the senate tonight on 
this clause, if similar action is tak­ 
en by the house, postpones even the 
enforcement provisions of the bill for 
ninety days aftrr passage. Those sen­ 
ators who voted against the emergency 
clause were Messrs. Davis, Franklin, 
Hatchett, George O. Johnson, W. 
H. 
Johnson, Landrum, Little, 
Mathews, 
Memminger, Soldani Stafford, Stewart 
and Morris, democrats; Messrs. Brown 
lee Cunningham and Updegraff, repub­ 
licans. 


The house had a two-hour debate 
on Earley’s bill to regulate the prac­ 
tice of Chiropradics, finally defeating 
a motion to postpone it indefinitely by 
a close vote.

HOW TO BIND MAGAZINES 


An easy way to bind magazines in 


volumes of a year each is to arrange 
the magazines iu order and tie them 
securely both ways with a strong; cord, 
ft Is well to put two or three sheets 
of tough white paper, cut to the size 
of the pages, at the front and back for 
fly leaves. 


Clamp the whole in a vise or clamp 


with two strips of wood even with the 
sack, edges of the magazines. With a 
sharp saw cnt a slit in the magazines 
and wood strips about one-half inch 
deep and slanting as shown at A and 
3, Fig. 1. Take two strips of stout 
cloth, about eight or ten inches long 
and as Tride as the distance between
